3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach, in combination with all other claim limitations, winding a stator core by 
first winding a poly-phase stator winding on a tool to form a belt-shaped coil, followed by 
drawing the tool from the coil, then curving the belt-shaped coil into a ring, and finally 
mounting the belt-shaped coil on the stator core such that the individual coils making up 
each of the different phase windings of the poly-phase stator winding are 180 degrees 
out of phase. The prior art teaches winding a stator winding on a tool and withdrawing 
the tool, followed by curving the winding into a ring shape. However, all such references 
apply to slot-less electrical machines, and no motivation or teaching has been found 
which would suggest inserting such a winding into the slots of a stator.
